QUEENSLAND Soccer has rocketted out of 
the doldrums caused by its National League 
axing last year with the announcement that 
the state team will take part in an annual in- 
ternational South Pacific tournament.

donia and Tahiti. 

The tournament will 
be played next year in 
Brisbane and the follow- 
ing year in Tahiti assuring 
a long-term status.

quests from other South 
Pacific countries to be in- 


cluded in next year’s 
competition. 
Queensland Soccer 


Federation officials are 
ecstatic over the finalis- 
ing of the tournament 
and see the representa- 
tive fixture as a major 
boost to retaining the 
state’s top players, some 
of which have already

Current World Cup 


champions Argentina as 
well as the world’s three 
times holder Brazil are 
certain starters. 

There will hardly be a 
ground in the country 
that can handle the 
crowds if:Diego Marado- 
na, quite likely the 
world’s all-time _ best 
footballer, can make it. 

Tournament organiser 
Patrick Nally of West 
Nally is in touch with 
Maradona nd _ things 
look promising. 

The stature of the Bi- 
centennial Cup is such 
that the games will be 
beamed world-wide. 

Nally has raised $A7 
million for the low profile 
rugby union World Cup, 
so the Bi-centennial Soc- 
cer series could well out- 
strip that figure. 

The Australian Soccer 
Federation expects to be 
in a position to announce

FRANCESCO GRAZIANI will play for APIA 
Leichhardt in the West End National League 
for a period of six weeks whilst former fellow 
World Cup winner BRUNO CONTI will not be 
turning out here. 

Graziani, veteran of two World Cups was ori- 
ginally pursued by APIA but their interest fell out 
when it was discovered Conti was Interested in 
playing in the Australian National competition. 

So, enter Marconi. Sydney’s other Italian-back- 
ed club on hearing Graziani was definitely com- 
ing to Australia on business, went after his signa- 
ture for a guest stint but on Sunday it was 
announced that Conti of AS Roma was not com- 
ing and APIA had returned their interest to the 34- 
year-old Graziani and Marconi had missed out. 

it is a shame that both could not make it as there 
was a chance that they would have clashed in the 
local derby between Marconi and APIA at Bossley 
Park in August. 

But Graziani, who has played for Fiorentina, 
Torino, Roma, Udinese and around 40 times for 
Italy will be a great drawcard for the Lambert Park 
club. 


West End Soccer League is drawing 
close and indications are that there 
will be some very entertaining clashes on the 
way. 

The word ‘entertaining’ has particular signifi- 
cance. The game is about winning and clubs, 
coaches and followers have their eyes fixed on 
the competition tables. 

But unless teams go at each other and skill is at 
the forefront, with teamwork, joy and drive, the 
turnstiles cannot keep clicking. 

That puts a huge task on the shoulders of 
coaches and players, but it is a burden they must 
bear if Soccer is to go ahead. 

Despite all the progress made in the code in 
Australia since the days of postwar migration, the 
sport still has a tremendous distance to travel. 

At spectator football level it has to find a more 
positive niche despite plenty of media push be- 
hind other codes and sports. 

Thanks to the work that is going in at amateur 
junior and schools level especially in NSW, 
Queensland and the ACT, there is a strong supply 
of capable youngster finding their way through 
the playing ranks. 

All this effort makes the bid to present high 
class football all the more worthwhile. 

Sport must in this day and generation call for a 
tremendous back-up of resources and particalar- 
ly adequate scating and cover wherever possible 
at the grounds. 

Soccer has very few stadiums that meet public 
needs. 

In NSW the State Government is being pressed 
to invest more and more money in rugby league 
and also union venues. 

With the split between the direct interests of 
National League and State League Soccer clubs, 
there is no unified move for Soccer to get its right- 
ful share of the available monies. 

Until this is realised there cannot be adequate 
progress.

One of the major failures of the 1986 season was 
the limited number of referees who could make 
the grade requried for the National League. 

With the 1987 League round limited to seven 
games, and the experience gained last season, 
there should be an improvement this year. 

Players have to accept the discipline doled out 
by referee — like it or Jump it. 

Assessing that there is the 
ment in referees standards, 
appreciate it. 

But through life there is so often no perfection. 

The fans should appreciate the difference be- 
tween enjoying a high standard of refereeing and 
the perfection that the officials cannot present. 

This year there is no room for crowd mishbeha- 
viour. It is up to the clubs to ensure that no 
circumstance creeps up on them that could lead 
to trouble. 

Some may consider it out of order to raise a note 
of warning when the isn’t even a cloud on the 
horizon. 

But it is better to be wiser before the event — to 
the extent that any possible trouble should be 
completely averted. 

It is quite possible to say that the media will 
overlook crowd trouble in other sports. 

The sad fact is that Soccer will be made to dou- 
bly suffer if any behaviour gets out of hand.

European and especially 
the South American ball 
artists, have found the 
competitiveness of the 
English game hard to 
handle and this has di- 
minished their impact. 

The Scottish player is 
often a good, fast drib- 
bler up front, and usually 
is not afraid of taking 
knocks. 


The Scot, like the 
Yugoslav, is a fiercely in- 
dependent, individualis- 


tic type of person. 

It is this which perhaps 
has produced this rather 
individualistic Scottish 
type of game, with a great 
amount of _ individual 
running with the ball and 
probably less combined 
passing than any other 
country in the world. 

Because of their in- 
tense individual pride, 
the Scots are not consi- 
dered the best at co- 
operating and working 
together. The Yugoslavs 
have a similar reputa- 
tion. 

I rate the Yugoslavs 
the most skilful players in 
Europe, possessing all of 
the skills, almost match- 
ing that of the Brazilians. 

Yet their success rate 
in European national 
championships, or 
World Cups in very poor. 

You can say the same 
for the Scots. 

It will be interesting to 
see whether the move of 
Graeme Souness back to 
Scotland, to manage and 
play with Glasgow Ran- 


gers, will produce a 
change in Scottish 
Soccer- 
‘Poms’ in 
Glasgow 


Souness has already 
produced one change 
— that of luring English 
internationals such as 
Terry Butcher, Chris 
Woods and Graham 
Roberts, Jimmy Nichol 
of Northern Ireland and 
also Colin West to 
Scotland, reversing 
the century-old trend 
of top Scotland players 
crossing the border 
into England to play for 
the big clubs there. 

Souness was playmak- 
er for Liverpool over 
many years. He was the 
main passer in a team 
whose style is based on 
quick early passing. 

It seems most likely 
that this will be how Ran- 
gers will play the game.

THE Alan Scott farce has again highlighted 
the loop-holed contracts and signing-on 
forms in Australian Soccer. 


The Adelaide Hellas 
player had a $25,000 
transfer fee on his head 
when he asked to join

$2,500 fee if he joined 
any State League club. 
Scott’s latest move is to 
appeal through the VSF

The big defender 
wanted to leave Hellas 
and join State League 
club Azzurri, but his con- 
tract stipulated he must 
return to his home State, 
Perth, for a nominal fee.

THE Northern NSW Soccer Federation has 
been endeavouring to head off the move by 
its amateurs to become a branch of the NSW 
Amateur Soccer Federation. 


Tt will not officially 
approve the scheme, and 
has requested the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federa- 
tion to advise the NSW 
Soccer Federation and 
the Northern NSW 
Amateur Soccer Federa- 
tion that it will not be 
approved. 

The Northern NSW 
Amateurs regard “bran- 
ches” as small groups of 
associations, whereas 
NSW Amateurs recog- 
nise large branches, viz 
Sydney, Western, South- 
ern and Riverina. 

Hence the Northern

NSW Amateur Federation president lan Holmes re\views 1986 and looks ahead to 1987. 


I again feel honoured to be given the opportunity of 
Preparing an address to the annual general meeting of your 
Federation. 


In compiling this year’s address, I took the time to reflect 
upon the theme of “‘unity’’ which was the underlying thrust 
of last year’s repoit. It is therefore with some sadness and 
reluctance that the tone of my address this year is at some 
variance with my previous report. 


A great number of you are aware, and in fact have taken 
part in our efforts to build bridges between the other 
sections of the code in this state, and in particular the 
N.S.W. Federation of Soccer Clubs. We have endeavoured 
to co-operate and co-ordinate our activities in such a way as 
to avoid conflict with the Federation. We have adopted a 
tole Of peaceful co-existence and at times developed 
policies which accommodated the Federation and 
maintained support from the broadest possible elements 
which make up the Amateur Federation. In addition, we 
have played a pivotal function in presenting the crucial 
unified image for the sport to the N.S.W. Government and 
the soccer public in general. 


In accepting the priority of presenting a unified picture the 
Amateur Federation has at times submerged its own needs 
and priorities to assist the Federation of Soccer Clubs in its 
quest for funds. We have, in my view, consciously deferred 
to the Federation on minor issues which had the potential to 
become disruptive influences on the harmony between both 
organisations. 


I believe our actions and efforts to date have been both 
mature and responsible. In expressing this opinion I do not 
want anyone to consider that I am denigrating those who 
hold a view to the contrary. However, a number of 
responsible and sincere colleagues have from time to time 
counselled me that as an organisation we were deceiving 
ourselves and engaged in wishful thinking when it came to 
working and dealing with the N.S.W. Federation of Soccer 
Clubs. My response has been and will remain to be that we 
are holding onto some visionary hopes. 


Having said that, it is now with some trepidation and 
regret, that I admit quite openly that I am deeply troubled 
by the increasing transparency of the actions and attitudes 
of elements within the N.S.W. Federation of Soccer Clubs. 
I am coming slowly and somewhat reluctantly to the 
opinion that the Federation views us as a subservient 
organisation and the role of the Amateur body is 
substantially less than the partnership arrangements which 
we envisaged we had entered into several years ago. The 
Management Committee will need to be mindful of this 
trend and the implications'which may flow from it to ensure 
we do not fall victims to a pattern of deceit. 


It is regrettable that it has become necessary for me to take 
upon myself the public.expression of my concerns because 
it casts a somewhat ambiguous shadow over some 
otherwise encouraging events this year, such as the opening 
of the motel complex at Valentine Park. 


It is ironical that the two strongest football organisations in 
this state, and who between them have enormous potential 
to do great things for our code, also live with the fear of 
doing serious injury to the sports future. I want to go on 
tecords as saying to our colleagues in the N.S.W. 
Federation of Soccer Clubs that nobody has the right to 
gamble with the future of the code in this State when they 
do not know or even have any concepts of the needs of the 
base, The status and direction of our relationship with the 
senior section of the game will need to be put under the 
microscope by the incoming management committee. 


Quite irrespective of the contents of this report, it has been 


~ and remains my hope that this important matter will be 


resolved in a beneficial and positive way. It is my opinion 
that with goodwill and unity of purpose, this will be the 
case. 


Turning now to other issues, a matter whith is about to 


I am aware some Associations have used their own 

initiative and sought incorporation. I congratulate those 

who have done so on their farsightedness. To the 

Associations who have not yet addressed the issue of 

incorporation I would urge you to do so. It is perhaps a_ 
reflection on our society that has gone litigation mad, that 

people who give freely of their time for the youth of our 

community, need to seek safeguards to protect their own 

assets because of this commitment. 


Another matter which will become more prominent in the 
next 12 months is our marketing activities. This is 
particularly important when you take account of the 
financial report you will be receiving at this meeting. 
Soccer marketing is all about your Federation endorsing 
certain products in return for remuneration based on sales 
of those products, 


Expenditure by affiliated clubs and players within the ambit 
of the N.S.W.A.S.F. is conservatively estimated at 
$10,000.000 per year. 

Whilst it is not feasible that products belonging only to our 
licensees would be purchased, the effect of which would 
generate an income of some $400,000 to $500,000, it is 
possible for licensed products of the Amateur Federation to 
generate as much as $200,000 in income if supported fully 
by Associations and clubs. 


The funds generated from marketing can result in more 
finance being available to provide better administration, 
development, coaching, facilities and ultimately cheaper 
Participation costs. The marketing program is completely 
dependant upon manufacturers increasing the sales of 
licensed products. Obviously, the only way sales are going 
to increase is by everyone purchasing endorsed products. 
We therefore need your help. 


Lastly | am pleased to be able to announce to affiliates the 
introduction of the ‘‘Most Innovative Administrator” 
award. This has been made possible by the generous 
donation of a shield and three trophies by Overseas Indents 
Consolidated Pty. Ltd., who market the Mitre Soccer Ball 
in Australia. This award is to be made anually and the 
mechanics for this will be advised to affiliates shortly. 
Suffice to say that the State now has a talent identification 
scheme for administrators, which we hope will act as an 
incentive to bring to the forefront the entrepreneurial skills 
that are within the ranks of your Federation. 


As has been my practice since becoming President, I close 
my report with saying: — 


“Imagination leads us on the new discoveries’’.

Our coaching set up in 
the last 10 years or so 
has also been vastly im- 
proved and this can 
easily be testified by the 
fact that many hundreds 
of coaching candidates 
have pilgrimmed into the 
ASF courses. It is here 
within these courses, 
though | must state, they 
are of tremendous be- 
nefit, that the term POM- 
MIE MAFIA has evolved. 

| have been to many of 
these course and pas- 
sed, but one thing which 
will always blur my 
coaching vision forever 
is the absolute glut of 
bias and freebys that are 
shown to not only a few 
but all ENGLISH candi- 
dates at these course. 
Don't take my word for it, 
you only need ask one of 
the hundreds of other 


‘ethnic’ candidates, 
such as many Aussies, 
Germans, Yugoslavs, 


Greeks etc. They have all 
witnessed it. 

POMMIE POWER Is 
alive and well in the 
AUSSIE Soccer 
coaching set up. Please 
don't get me wrong, | 
have much respect for 
instructors of the calibre 
of Alan Vest and his 
mainly English _ staff 
coaches, irom them | 
can say | have learned a 
lot and this | treasure, but 
as well as LEARNED | 
EARNED the rewards 
and certificates that | 
attempted, which is a lot 
more than | can say ab- 
out the English candi- 
dates. 

A glaring example 
which can be supported 
by at jeast 45 candidates 
at a recent senior (level 
30) course, is that of an 
Englishman who turned 
up at a level 2 course and 
did not take part due to 
possibly a valid reason 
for the entire duration of 
the course. He passed 
with flying colours and a 
hand shake. 

Now, having obtained 
your level 2 you are eligi- 
ble to sit for your level 3 
after 12 months. This 
person was at the follow- 
ing level 3 course all 
dressed with a badge 
stating, ‘Staff Instructor’. 

The level 3 course had 
not yet commenced. You 
could understand the 
panic that must have 
thrown into the air at 
Parklea when many of 
the candidates who 
attended the level 2 
course with this guy now 
see him as an instructor.

Example b/At a level 3 
course a certain candi-
